Breach Between Nazis 
And England Widened 
By A ttacks On Jews 


(By Th* Associated Pre**) 
Two British thrusts at Germany’s 
treatment of Jews yesterday (Mon­ 
day) aroused the ire of Adolf Hit­ 
ler and apparently shoved into a 
deep pigeonhole Prime Minister Ne­ 
ville Chamberlain's efforts to make 
peace with the German feuhrer. 
First, the British prime minister 
announced plans to create havens 
for Jewish refugees in Africa and 
British Guiana. 
The house of com­ 
mons followed this up by adopting 
with rare unanimity a motion de­ 
ploring measures against Jews in 
Germany. 
Unconfirmed reports in London 
said Hitler might recall his ambas-

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Iron Mountain, Nov. 21— With 
the deadline for reporting at Jor­ 
dan college in Menominee having 
passed at m idnight Sunday with­ 
out incident, the Rev. Fr. Simon 
Borkowski today directed a letter 
to the Very Rev. Ralph Fontaine, 
provincial supervisor at the S e n a ­ 
torian sem inary In 
St. 
Nazianz, 
W is., stating that it was physical­ 
ly impossible for him to leave the 
rectory of St. Barbara’s Catholic 
church in Vulcan w ithout inviting 
violence and blood shed. 
Fr. Simon had been given three 
days in which to obey the order to 
report at Jordan. It was the se­ 
cond 
such 
command and in the 
first instance he also reported to 
Fr. Fontaine that he 
could 
not 
com ity becense of the pickets who 
have «r *pt him 
“im prisoned” 
in 
tbs rectory for 16 weeks. The se­ 
cond order was in the form of a 
final adm onition 
and 
failure to 
obey carries with It the threatened 
punishm ent of expulsion from the 
Society of the Divine Savior. 
At St. Nazianz today the Rev. 
Fontaine said he would report to 
headquarters 
of 
the 
order 
in 
Rome the failure of Fr. Simon to 
heed the adm onitions. 
Although 
he stated he had not yet received 
any word from Fr. Simon, he add­ 
ed that lf he did so it would not 
affect his report. 
If expelled from the order, Fr. 
Simon w ill be 
without 
church, 
parish, diocese or bishop, but he 
w ill still remain a member of the 
priesthood. 
Simon's Letter 
In his letter today Fr. Simon 
said: 
“The pickets 
have 
absolutely 
refused to permit me to obey your 
order to report at Jordan college. 
Any physical effort on my part to 
obey that order w ill result only in 
bloodshed and violence and would 
be unsuccessful. 
“I have always tried to obey my 
law ful superiors, but in this ins­ 
tance it is physically impossible. 
“ I again invite and entreat you 
and the most reverend general to 
visit Vulcan so that you can con­ 
vince yourselves of the truth of

Cham berlain’s plan to send Jewish

Berlin Amazed 
In 
Berin, 
Germans and 
Jews 
alike were amazed at the British 
colonization plan. 
There was talk 
in the German capital that Hitler 
might summon the relchstag to pro­ 
test impressively against allotting 
form er German territory to Jews. 
Jew ish 
leaders first 
acclaimed 
as ‘‘wonderful” Chamberlain’s an­ 
nouncement, 
then 
on 
s e c o n d 
thought forcused attention on the 
problem of German opposition to 
their going to the former German 
colony. 
One leader said the Nazis 
already 
had 
declared 
no 
visas 
would be Issued Jews seeking to go 
to Tanganyika or any other former 
German colonial possession. 
In the United States, a capacity 
crowd of 20,000 gathered In New 
York’s Madison Square Garden and 
wildly cheered a proposal for a boy­ 
cott of German goods.

New Trouble Found 
Remote 
Carpatho-Ukraine 
(Ru- 
thenia). which Hungry wants to an­ 
nex. fast was becoming a major 
European 
trouble 
spot. 
Hungary 
strengthened her military forces to 
“forestall border Incidents” as un­ 
dercover negotiations for Czecho- 
slavakia’e eastern tip grew in in­ 
tensity. 
This situation brought fresh com­ 
plications to the 
Prague 
govern­ 
ment which yesterday lost 106 more 
small villages with 60,000 inhabit­ 
ants but gained 37 other villages 
through a final boundary fixed with 
Germany by the international com­ 
mission set up by the Munich ac­ 
cord. 
In France, sources close to Pre­ 
mier Daiadier said he had formu­ 
lated a strongly authoritarian plan 
lur o rator to combat a growing strike 
movement and to assure success of 
the 
government's 
economic 
pro­ 
gram. 
The plan was reported to 
include dissolution of the French 
chamber of deputies. 
In the Far East, Chinese reported 
they had turned the tide against 
the Japanese with advances north 
and south of Hankow on the cen­ 
tral front and with an advance to 
the outskirts of Canton in the south. 
Major action in Spain’s civil war 
was confined to the northeastern 
front 
where 
insurgents 
reported 
they had opened a breach in the 
center of the government’s newly 
fortified line on the west bank of 
the Segre river.

Pelkie Man Killed When 
Gun Is Fired as Car 
Is Overturned 


L’Anse, Mich., Nov. 21. (JP)—- 
State police of the L’Anse post 
tonight continued their investiga­ 
tion into the death 
of 
Leslie 
Kemppainen, 22, of Pelkie, who 
was killed by a bullet believed to 
have been fired from 
a 
pistol, 
when 
a 
car 
in which he was 
riding with three other men over­ 
turned on the Pelkie road eight 
m iles west of here Sunday after­ 
noon. Kemppainen owned the car 
and was believed to have 
been 
driving. State police found him 
sprawled half In the front seat 
and half in the back of the over­ 
turned car. 
All three of the other men In 
the car, Abraham Kinnunen, 56, 
Matt 
Kokko. 
64, 
and 
W aino 
Kemppainen, 23, Leslie’s cousin, 
all of Pelkie, denied 
all 
know­ 
ledge of the shooting and said 
they did not hear any gun fired. 
None of the three sustained any 
injuries. 
The bullet entered the side of 
Kem ppalueu’n 
head, 
p o w d e r 
marks on the flesh Indicating the 
shot w is fired from close range. 
State police said all three of the 
men had been drinking. The only 
guns found by state police at the 
scene of the accident were two 
rifles in a locked trunk at the 
rear of the ear.

JJP)— president Roosevelt 
headed 
for Warm Springs, 
Ga., 
tonight 
for a two w eeks’ stay after reaf­ 
firm ing his faith in what he call­ 
ed the “constructive” social bet­ 
term ents of TVA in a speech at 
Chattanooga. 
The brief informal 
talk 
ad­ 
dressed to the 2,200 workers on 
Chickamauga Dam, one of seven 
such projects built or building in 
the Tennessee 
river 
watershed, 
was made at the first stop on a 
50-m ile autom obile tour 
of 
the 
Chattanooga area 
that 
covered 
scenes of civil 
war 
days 
along 
with modern day social economic 
projects. 
The president stood on a high 
concrete parapet 
on 
the 
north 
earthen embankment of the $36,- 
500,000 dam as he expressed the 
thanks of the nation to the scores 
of workers standing below him on 
a huge navigation lock. 
It 
was 
his third visit to TVA territory. 
“I 
have 
never seen this par­ 
ticular 
operation 
before,” 
he 
said. “ But I have seen most of 
the others and I know what you 
are doing is not merely putting 
an obstruction 
across 
a 
river 
just to make a few kllow'atts of 
electricity. 
Job Much Bigger 
“We are doing a much bigger 
job than that. 
We are not only 
im proving navigation 
and 
stop-] 
ping floods, we are not only mak­ 
ing 
highways across the tops of 
these structures, we are not only 
helping to reforest cutover land 
and conserving soil, but taking it 
by aud large, we are doing som e­ 
thing constructive that will affect 
the lives of our grandchildren lu 
the United States. 
“ Because of the example that 
this work is setting, 
you 
will 
cause equal progress not only In 
the T ennessee valley but in other 
parts of the country,

parts of the country where there

Simousek 
declined 
to 
allow 
new spaperm en to question N orth­ 
cott again and said: “ We have no 
further statem en t to m ake.” 
Newaygo 
county sheriff’s offi­ 
cers said th a t N orthcott’s summer 
home near F rem ont 
apparently 
had been entered during the last 
five days. The theft was discover­ 
ed last week-end when Northcott 
and his wife w ent to the sum m er 
home for a wedding anniversary 
celebration.

He aas never, how- 
over. completely closed the door 
upon acceptance of a federal ap­ 
pointment should one be offered. 
“But I hope.” he said, "to be here 
with other good citizens on watch 
to see that there is no sabotage of 
the gains we have made in state 
government in the past two years.” 
The governor explained that lie

conservitism 
might slow up governmental prog-

As Author of a bill to increase 
the diversion of w ater from I^ake 
Michigan through the Illinois ri­ 
ver, Parsons has

“The Panama Canal

structed by the government at the 
expense of all taxpayers,” he de­ 
clared, “ and while It waterlocked 
commerce of the east 
and 
west

commerce of the vast Mississippi 
valley. 
Sought New System 
“ The valley states have realiz­ 
ed this and sought to develop a 
great inland waterway system for 
cheap transportation by a combi­ 
nation of both 
rail 
and 
w ater 
rates. Tile supreme court decree 
of April 21. 1930, seeks to scut­ 
tle that waterway and 
the 
new 
proposed treaty, if ratified, will 
for all time settle the Issue so far 
as diversion of water from l^ake 
Michigan is concerned.”

Chicago, Nov. 21 (A3)’—A strike of 
CIO unionists halted trading in live­ 
stock in the huge Chicago stock 
yards today. 
iSorae 40,000 head of cattle, sheep 
and hogg were corraled 
to 
pens 
pending a break in the stalemate. 
Farm ers were advised to curtail 
fresh shipments until normal opera­ 
tions could be resumed in the big 
market. 
Neither side, however, made a 
definate move to arrange a peace 
parley. 
One hundred policemen were as­ 
signed to guard duty in the yards 
as strikers left their 
posts 
this 
morning. 
Spokesmen for the packing house 
workers union claimed 585 of a 
force of approximately 
700 
live­ 
stock handlers joined in the walk­ 
out. 
They said it was called to 
support demands for a signed con­ 
tract providing pay of 62% cents 
an hour, an eight hour day, a 40 
hour week, time and a half for over­ 
time and vacations with pay. 
Next Move to Union 
They left the property after con­ 
senting to the unloading, watering 
and feeding of livestock by com­ 
mission men. 
O. T. Henkle. vice president and 
ganeral 
manager 
of 
the 
Union 
Stock Yards and Transit company, 
said negotiations had 
been 
con­ 
ducted since the CIO union won a 
collective bargaining election about 
nine months ago. 
“We had not been advised of any 
contemplated quitting of work.” he 
added. 
‘Under the circumstances, 
we will make no attempt to confer 
until we hear from the union.” 
Packing houses continued their 
slaughtering operations with a num­ 
ber of animals shipped in over the 
week-end and 9.000 hogs and 2.500 
sheep sent directly 
from 
farms. 
Services of the handlers were not 
required for that stock. 
The strike was called in the 
midst of preparations for the Inter­ 
national Livestock Exposition. The 
show opens next Saturday in tile 
International Amphitheatre in the 
stock yards.

Detroit, Nov. 21 (£>)—Senator Ed­ 
ward R. Burke (D-Neb) said in an 
address here today that the nation­ 
al labor relations board might be 
compared with “wrong-way Corri- 
can” in regard to the solution it 
has sought to apply for labor prob­ 
lems. 
He spoke before the Detroit Eco­ 
nomic club, organization 
of 
busi­ 
ness and professional men. 
“There will be no real solution 
of the problem of American unem­ 
ployment until the present situa­ 
tion is solved,” Senator Burke de­ 
clared. 
He expressed the opinion 
that no problem before the new 
congress transcends that of revis­ 
ing the national labor relations act 
and finding a more satisfactory so­ 
lution through c ooperation of labor- 
management differences. 
Sparks Are Fanned 
“Every smouldering spark of dis­ 
content in the labor world has been 
tanned into flame by the board and 
the act,” he asserted. 
The settle­ 
ments in a majority of cases are 
in the nature of 
“shotgun 
m ar­ 
riages’’ 
between 
employer 
and 
worker, the senator contended. 
The principle of collective bar­ 
gaining 
was praised 
by 
Senator 
Burke but he contended there are 
striking differences in the way it is 
carried out in the United States 
and Great Britain. 
‘‘Collective bargaining in Britain 
is voluntary, and it is recognized 
that the less government interfer­ 
ence, the better for all concerned,” 
he said. 
“The essence of success is that 
of compete freedom of the worker 
to organize, to join any union he 
chooses or none at all, with cer- 
tainty that his Job will not be en­ 
dangered if he prefers not to Join. 
"The W agner act fails to give 
the latter worker the protection to 
which he is entitled from coercion 
of labor unions/* 
He urged that employers 
In 
given industry organize, not to cre­ 
ate business monopolies but to set 
uniform standards in labor relation­ 
ships.

Canada’s mining history Is a 
series of chapters of expanding 
mineral production. 
In 1886 the 
value of the output was $10,200,- 
000.

reached 
$221,600,000 in 
1988 and is now near $325,000,- 
000. 
It 
is 
expected 
to 
reach 
$f*oo,OOO.OOO within the next ten 
years. 
More than 90 per cent of Can­ 
ada's total output of metals is ex­ 
ported. 
The major item is gold, 
with nickel and copper next in o r­ 
der. 
The combined production of 
nickel, copper, lead, and zinc is 
valued In excess of $88,000,000 
annually. 
The 
output of some 
610,000 tons is not only thirteen 
and a half times that of 1900 but 


21 per cent above that of eight 
years ago. 
Gold 
has 
a 
non-competitive 
world market, and nickel from 
Canadian ores largely monopolizes 
the numerous Industrial markets 
for that base metal. 
The annual 
exports of primary metallic min­ 
eral products now realize enough 
to meet. almost two-thirds of the 
yearly interest and dividend pay­ 
ments on all Canadian securities 
held abroad, making mining a vi­ 
tal 
factor In Canadian national 
life. 
B e n e fits R a ilro a d s and In d u stries 
One of the chief problems of 
Canada, like that of the United 
States, is the railways, but the 
problem 
would 
be greater for 
Canada in the absence of the min­ 
ing industry. 
Freight tonnage de­ 
clined for several years prior to 
1934, but in that year thoro was 
an increase of nearly 20 per cent, 
over one-half of which was attrib­ 
uted to mineral products. 
Mines, 
prospectors, and syndicates pay 
about 
$12,000,000 
freight, 
bill 
each year for deliveries of ma­ 
chinery. mining supplies, timber, 
and coal. 
The mines bring coal 
from the east, timber from the 
west, and they ship heavy metals 
to the seaboard or border points 
for export. 
In 1915 the revenue 
tonnage of one road, which serves 
Canada’s richest mining belt, was 
676.000 tons, whereas in 
1937 
more than 1,000,000 tons were 
hauled. 
Between Canada's manufactur­ 
ing and agricultural East and the 
farming West lies a stretch of ter­ 
ritory hundreds of square miles in 
extent, the weak link in the Cana­ 
dian railway system. 
Outside of 
tourist 
and 
through 
traffic it 
yielded little revenue for years. 
But 
this 
condition 
is 
rapidly 
changing, because gold has been 
found at dozens of points. 
De­ 
mands for new railway lines are 
coming from recently established 
mining areas. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statis­ 
tics estimates that out of the 69,- 
000,000 tons representing the en­ 
tire volume 
of 
revenue-bearing 
freight carried by Canadian rail­ 
ways last year, the products of 
mines, together with foreign coal, 
accounted 
for 
35 per cent, or 
24.000.000 tons. 
This amount ex­ 
ceeds that of agricultural and ani­ 
mal products combined by over 
6.000.000 tons. 
Benefits of mining for Canada 
are 
widespread. 
The 
industry 
supports the other primary and 
secondary 
enterprises. 
For ex­ 
ample. one mining company's an­ 
nual 
payroll 
amounts to more 
than $5,000,000. Its yearly ex­ 
penditures for materials, supplies, 
and other Items, total about $2,- 
600.000. 
W eathered the I>eppension 
The International Nickel Com­ 
pany 
of 
Canada employs about 
3000 men at a single mine. 
Its 
payroll is now $350,000 monthly. 
It supports half of a city of 30.000 
population. 
Down the local mine 
go some 2000 carloads of timber 
yearly and 140 cars of ore come 
up 
each 
day. 
This 
company 
bought 145,000 tons of coke and 
225,000 tons of coal last year, all 
produced 
in 
Canada. 
Another 
mining company paid in a single 
year almost $6,300,000 for labor, 
freight, supplies, and miscellane­ 
ous purposes. 
Statistics show that, while most 
other basic industries of Canada 
wore suffering severely during the 
depression years, the industry of 
mining metals largely escaped. As 
citizens of a nation which is or 
has been essentially agricultural. 
Canada is now beginning to rea­ 
lize the role it has assumed In the 
mining world. 
For example, one 
mining district has a metal pro­ 
duction whose value is double that 
of the entire field crops in the 
whole province of Manitoba. 
Among 
the 
metal-producing 
countries 
of 
the world Canada 


stands first in the production of 
nickel, first in platinum metals 
second in zinc, third in gold, third 
in copper, third in silver, and 
fourth In lead. 
Though this la a 
remarkable record for a nation of 
about 
11,000.000 
population. It 
seems only the forerunner of a 
greater. 
Thus Canadians have a 
right to be proud of their coun­ 
try’s showing as a producer of a 
world necessity.

HE Copper Country has been more 
or 
less worried of late over rum ors that 
Duluth was endeavoring to secure the N a t­ 
io n Park Service headquarters 
of 
the 
staff employed on the Isle Royale national 
park development project. 
These fears will be allayed 
somewhat 
bv (he recent announcem ent that the post­ 
office departm ent is asking for bids 
for 
carrying the mails by steam boat or other 
power craft from H oughton to Isle Royale. 
The only mail service to the island in the 
past has been from D uluth on the S. 
S. 
W inyah. a fishing boat 
and 
freighter, 
which at one tim e was Andrew’ C arnegie’s 
pleasure yacht. 
T he new route will 
be 
shorter, and will tie up the Isle 
Royale 
park operations m ore 
closely 
with 
the 
Michigan m ainland. 
The Copper Country feels it should he 
the one to receive the m ajor benefits 
of 
the Isle Royale park project ra th e r than 
Duluth. 
T ransfer of Isle Royale to public 
ownership for park purposes meant 
the 
loss of about $10.00(1 in taxes to Kewee­ 
naw county. 
Michigan also has a consid­ 
erable stake in Isle Royale, having contri­ 
buted tax delinquent lands to the federal 
government and also some funds for 
ac­ 
quisition of the island from private ow n­ 
ers since the $705,000 of Emergency Con­ 
servation Work money was 
insufficient 
tor this purpose. 
l^ack of adequate transportation facili­ 
ties still remains as the problem that 
is 
worrying the Isle Royale resorts and the 
Copper Country. 
The situation is not as 
gloomy as ii appears, however, for word 
has been received from Washington that 
the National Park Service is just as eager 
to straighten out this matter. 
Consider­ 
ation is now being given to a proposal to 
utilize a government-owned boat for 
the 
Isle Royale service in view of the fact that 
no private transportation 
company 
has 
seen fit as vet to install adequate service. 
Apparently, the National Cark Service 
is 
not going to lei its only Island park to be­ 
come b o isolated that the public 
cannot 
use it. 


Forms Safety Council

ROUSED by the heavy traffic accident 
toll of the past year, civie 
groups 
in 
Ironwood have sponsored the form ation of 
a safety council with a view tow’ard 
re 
during the hazards to life and 
property 
that exist on the highways and streets, 
During the past year, 21 persons have 
lost their lives in 
accidents, 
involving 
motor vehicles. 
Five of the 13 pedestrians 
who were killed were victims of hit-and 
run drivers. 
Ironw oods safety council will function 
along the lines followed by the Escanaba 
traffic safety commission, which has been 
persistent in its study of the safety prob­ 
lem for many m onths aud has 
been 
re ­ 
sponsible for effective legislation by the 
eity council and also for 
other 
changes 
that have tended to reduce accidents. 
Commenting on the traffic problem, the 
Ironwood DaiUy Globe states editorially: 
"The problem of 
highway 
sufety 
is 
largely one of traffic regulation. 
Strict 
enforcement of existing laws 
will 
m ake 
m otorists and pedestrians more careful. 
lf enforcem ent of the law is followed 
by 
prompt and adequate punishm ent for the 
guilty, m otorists and 
pedestrians 
alike 
will hesitate before taking chances. 
"Much can 
also 
be 
accomplished 
through education. 
The 
public can be 
taught that traffic laws have been enacted 
for its own protection. Through education 
in the need for compliance with the law’s 
the public will realise that the speeder, the 
reckless m otorist and p e d e stria n and o th ­ 
er violators are not sm art, but are public 
menaces.

New York— Five hundred 
im m igrants, 
fleeing Nazism, landed in New York the 
other day. 
Most were in family 
groups, 
loaded 
with possession. Few were single men, al­ 
most none single women. 
But some were 
children, sent on ahead by parents not yet 
able to finance their own journeys. 
What, was to become of them ? 
How 
would th«*sp aliens find their place in 
a 
strange country. 
One learns tho answ er at the crowded 
headquarters of the National Coordinating 
Committee for Ald to Refugees and Erat 
grants Coming from Germany. Its Job is 
to help make these G erm ans 
and 
Auh 
trlans (and Italians, too, under new 
a r ­ 
rangements) self-supporting. 
First, committee w orkers try to persuade 
refugees to pass on through New York to 
regions where better 
opportunities 
Ile. 
Most of the newcomers are 
from 
small 
towns and are happier away from a city. 
But fully a third of them have rem ained 
in Now’ York. 
There was the German 
farm er 
who, 
with his wife, was established in a New 
York apartment. 
A fter a few weeks, 
he 
wouldn't eat. 
He w ouldn't go outdoors. 
The committee, on the advice of a 
psy­ 
chiatrist, found a place for him on a Con­ 
necticut farm. 
Once moved, he was hap­ 
py. 
Some refugees have been sent as 
far 
west as W ashington. Others are farm ing 
successfully In Virginia and Kentucky. 
Some need tem porary loans to tide them 
over, or help them get started in a new 
business, but most of them need advice— 
which takes hours of the 
skilled 
coun­ 
selors' time. 
lf possible, the refugee is kept in 
tho 
type of work he did at home, or in an all­ 
ied field. 
Sometimes a hobby, like photo­ 
graphy or designing, may yield him a liv­ 
ing. 
Occasionally training for a new kind of 
Job is necessary, especially in th e case of 
lawyers, who are not accustom ed to E ng­ 
lish law which is the basis of practice 
in 
the United States. 
Usually G erm an law­ 
yers are advised to study bookkeeping and 
accounting. W herever possible, re-training 
is carried on by existing agencies. Trade 
schools, WPA classes in English, 
public 
school secretarial classes, 
have 
proved 
most helpful. 
Many professors are easily 
placed 
in 
American universities. 
The University in 
Exile, established in downtown M anhattan 
for refugee scholars, takes others. 
This 
year it has added three Austrians. 
Doctors and dentists find the state ex­ 
am inations 
their 
greatest 
stum bling 
block. 
The com m ittee helps them 
find 
tem porary work while they are studying 
English at night preparatory to taking the 
examinations. 
Some types of w orkers are always 
in 
demand. 
"W e have far more requests for 
servants than we can ever fill,” the com­ 
m ittee reports. 
Chemists usually can find jobs, p a rti­ 
cularly in the dye industry, 
for 
which 
G erm any is famous. 
Laboratory techni­ 
cians in the soap, perfume, and textile in­ 
dustries are also reported easy to place. 
Many G erm an Jew s are employed 
as 
mechanics, w atchm akers, and 
instrum ent 
makers. 
A fortunate few of th e refugees have 
managed to bring a small am ount of capi­ 
tal with thorn. 
The com m ittee helps them 
choose a place to set up shop, preferably 
the kind they operated in the old country. 
One. who opened a Junk shop in 
New 
York, now employs from 15 to 20 
men. 
Another is m anufacturing candy. 
The United States may profit by 
the 
new industries and skills German im m i­ 
gran ts have brought here. 
One man has 
set up a ski boot factory near Boston. An­ 
other designs and m anufactures ski cos­ 
tumes. 
Two Germans who invented new m ate­ 
rials one an acid-resistant rubber hose and 
another a new kind of carbon paper, have 
brought these processes into the 
United 
States. 
What effect will this immigration have 
on America? 
Nobody knows. 
Doubtless 
the country will learn much

polls show a majority of citizens 
favor It. 
But no one yet has ex­ 
plained ju st how much re-arm a­ 
ment is needed or how expensive 
it Is going to be. 
Now, however, there comes a 
military authority to declare th a t 
no very stupendous 
program 
is 
necessary; to say that 
America 
can protect herself fully against 
Invasion, can guard 
the 
South 
American continent from conquest 
aud can defend all of America’s 
vital interests in the Pacific w ith­ 
out either spending colossal sums 
of money, building an unwieldy 
military machine or undergoing 
any degree of regimentation. 
This authority is Major George 
Fielding Eliot; his findings 
are 
presented in a book, “The Ram ­ 
parts We W atch,” just published 
by Reynal and Hitchcock. 


THE PROGRAM 
FOR D EFEN SE 
Assum ing th at America wants 
simply to guard her own shores, 
defend the New World and pro­ 
tect her Interests In the Pacific, 
Major Eliot asserts that the Job 
can be done far 
more 
cheaply 
than most people suppose. 
Such a program , he says, re ­ 
quires the nation to base its de­ 
fense on the following principles: 
1— To m aintain a fleet stronger 
than any fleet or combination of 
fleets which can be assumed as 
possible 
antagonists 
in 
either 
ocean. 
2— To keep that fleet concen­ 
trated in one ocean. 
3— To m aintain an arm y strong 
enough to defend all fleet bases 
(both on the continent and in o u t­ 
lying possessions like Hawaii and 
Panam a), to guard the 
United 
States’ principal seaports and to 
furnish a mobile. instantly-avail- 
able force which could deal ^ t h 
any possible landing force or prfS 
vide a small expeditionary force 
for offensive warfare. 
Included 
under this heading is the 
m ain­ 
tenance of an air force capable of 
meeting any conceivable attack, 
and a sufficiency of anti-aircraft 
units. 
4— To m ake th e Panam a Canal 
impregnable, and to supplement 
it by construction 
of 
a 
canal 
across Nicaragua. 
5— To keep our army and navy 
separate, hut to make full plans 
for their co-operation when neces­ 
sary; and to continuo the air de­ 
fense on its present basis rath er 
than setting up a separate depart­ 
ment for it as so many air en­ 
thusiasts have urged. 
NEED CRUISERS 
AND DESTROYERS 
How big a fleet would such a 
program involve? 
For our purposes, says M ajor 
Eliot, the present battleship pro­ 
gram — which contemplates 18 
battleships of an 
aggregate 
of 
630,000 tons— is adequate. 
If it 
should develop 
th a t 
Japan 
Is 
building 
the 
huge 
battleships 
which have been rumored, these 
figures should be revised upw ard; 
otherwise, they are sufficient 
In cruisers, we probably need 
45. 
We now have, built or build­ 
ing, 18 heavy cruisers and n in e 
light cruisers; the addition o f 18 
light cruisers would fill the bill.

THE WATER PLANT 
Because 
your 
editorial 
“ No 
R eferendum ?” in Sunday’s Press 
leaves the wrong Impression in 
the minds of some of the people 
who read it, I would appreciate it 
if you would publish this state­ 
ment. Some people might think 
after reading your editorial that 
the council action 
was 
hurried 
with the intention of deceiving i 
the public. The need of a new wa­ 
ter plant has been brought before 
the council for discussion m any 
times in the past two years. It was 
m entioned 
publicly 
to a large 
gathering of the dedication of the 
yacht basin in the 
sum m er 
of 
1937. 
T he 
state 
health departm ent 
has urged action on it in 1935 and 
again in 1936 when a representa­ 
tive of th at departm ent met with 
th e council to urge the need of a 
new chem ist for the water plant. 
If the public has been kept in the 
dark d uring this long period 
I 
think th e responsibility lies 
at 
least partly with the Daily Press 
which has had available at 
all 
tlmos any information which was 
available to the council. 
In 
th e 
public hearing on the 
1938 budget an Item was placed 
with full approval of the council 
to stand th e cost of a survey of 
tho city’s needs for a w ater plant. 
The council and the Press have 
been kept Informed of the pro­ 
gress of th a t survey from tim e to 
time. T here was more opportunity 
for discusidon as to the need of 
the plan t during the long process 
the council chose tho consultants. 
Five firm s were asked to subm it 
proposals and four were 
inter­ 
viewed by the council. A period of 
at least three months has elapsed 
for studies to be 
made 
during 
which tim e the public was given 
all available information. Any in­ 
terested 
group 
of citizens who 
wanted complete and unbiased in­ 
form ation could have obtained it 
from th e consultants when they 
were on the ground. Mr. H atcher 
of the consulting firm was here 
two days for conference work. 
In th e Inquiry mentioned by 
the Press in the editorial were the 
consultants who studied the pro­ 
ject or the city manager asked to 
explain the project, or the needs 
of the city, 
or how the project 
would aid the city’s long time pro­ 
gram ? The Press has editorially 
asked for such far-sighted 
pro­ 
gram s as a saving to the taxpay­ 
ers. They have praised such pro­ 
gram s as they were adopted 
In 
other fields. Our city has gained 
nation-wide 
publicity 
by 
3uch 
policy. W hy m ust we stop now? 
The council has adopted the 
program s in the past in the best 
interest of all citizens of Escan­ 
aba. Is there any reason to think 
th a t the same council would have 
less interest for the city’s w elfare 
now? 
It does not appear fair for the 
Press to raise the issue of a refer­ 
endum after such 
a 
long 
time 
when it has m any times editorial­ 
ly praised projects 
which 
were 
handled in the same 
way 
and 
some of which over a long period 
of years will cost the city just as 
much money and bring much less 
actual cash benefit to the citizens. 
Was there a referendum on the 
airport or the yacht basin? These 
were both m ajo r improvements. 
When 
the Chamber of Com­ 
merce asked the council 
for 
a 
combined 
tou rist 
headquarters, 
downtown com fort station, and of­ 
fice for th e Chamber 
of 
Com­ 
merce, they did not ask for a re­ 
ferendum . They asked the council 
to consider the project as a relief 
measure. It should receive consid­

I t’s tim e to talk turkey— and 
trimmings. 
Early preparations m ake 
for 
an unflustered hostess and th a t 
means m ore fun for hor family 
as well as their guests. 
So sta rt your planning at least 
a 
week 
before 
Thanksgiving. 
Make lists for shopping, m ark et­ 
ing. menu hints and decorations. 
.lot down th e table layout, china 
and silver requirem ents, the or­ 
der of work, serving* ideas 
and 
other helpful suggestions. 
Plan 
something to serve friends 
who 
drop in to call or for evening re­ 
freshments. 
Heading the IJst 
The turkey probably will head 
the m arket list. 
Select 
a 
bird 
large enough to provide plenty of 
left-overs. 
One th a t is plump, a 
good clear yellow' color on 
the 
flesh and w ith fat evenly distrib­ 
uted. 
Move the wings and legs 
back and forth to determ ine the 
tenderness. 
It is usually best to 
let a dependable food dealer help 
you pick your turkey. 
Browm the fowl w’ell and then 
allow' th irty m inutes to a pound 
for the roasting. 
A little extra 
cooking, however, 
will 
do 
no 
harm. 
For stuffing, use the fam ­ 
ily favorite. 
You m ight give it a 
special flavor by adding a cup of 
small oysters, sliced nut 
meats, 
mushrooms or sausage. 
To launch the feast you m ight 
serve tom ato juice, pepped 
up 
with minced dill pickles and sliced 
stuffed olives. 
Or try avocado 
rings filled with crushed plueap- 
applo and g rapefruit cubes. 
If you serve soup, either cream 
of corn, topped w ith popped corn 
kernels, 
or 
m ushroom 
broth, 
.steaming hot with a sprinkling of 
minced parsley and a dash of chill 
sauce are good suggestions. 
Instead o f Haled 
A relish tray, supplanting the 
salad course adds color and sim ­ 
plifies preparation and 
serving. 
Heap it With icy, 
crisp 
carrot 
strings, 
celery, 
olives,

beets and spiced pears. 
Glazed red apples 
or 
pears, 
tinted red, dotted with mint jelly 
help carry out the harvest theme. 
I so them for salad or to garnish 
the fowl or a dish of vegetables. 
Stuffing th o Vegetables 
Turnips nnd onions aro trad i­ 
tional Thanksgiving 
vegetables. 
Why not try stuffing them with 
piquant corn or relish? Beets, in a 
spicy sauce, give needed tartness 
to fowl. 
Instead of potatoes you 
m ight serve plain or wild boiled 
rice. 
I f s delicious with 
giblet 
gravy. 
A vegetable platter allows for 
c h o ice . 
Set a large steam ed cau­ 
liflower in center nnd surround 
it with brussels sprouts, buttered 
green beans and 
diced 
carrots. 
Pour melted b u tte r and Season­ 
ings over all the vegetables just 
before putting it on the table. 
For variety, serve cranberries 
in gelatin com binations, an a rel­ 
ish or in sherbet. 
For dessert, you

Here are tested venison recipes 
which will probably come in handy 
for the women folks in this land 
of mighty hunters: 
Venison M ince M eat 
Three pounds venison meat 
Two pounds fat fresh pork 
Cook for three hours and when 
cool chop fine: 
Four pounds apples 
. 
One-half pound suet 
One pound raisins 
One pound currants 
One-fourth pound citron 
One pound sugar 
One half pint molasses 
Throe pints cider 
Two tahlenpoons salt 
Four tablespoons cinnamon 
One tablespoon allspice 
One teaspoon cloves 
Four teaspoons nutmeg 
Four lemons, grated, rind and 
Juice 
Add all ingredient* to meat ex 
cept the cider. 
When mixture is 
chopped flue and thoroughly mixed, 
add cider and let stand over night. 
In the morning put mixture in an 
iron kettle and boil one hour slow 
Iv. 
Mince meat may be kept in a 
stone crock or may he sealed in 
Jars 
It will keep indefinitely. 


V enison M ince M eat 
To one pint of ground venison, 
boiled, u s e three pints ground ap­ 
ples 
Add one teaspoon each of 
cinnamon, nutmeg, allspice, cloves 
and salt. 
Sweeten with sugar or 
syrup to taste. 
Add vinegar to give 
mixture a tart taste. 
Cider may be 
used 
instead 
of 
vinegar. 
Add 
enough water to make mince meat 
juicy and add raisins and currant* 
to suit tjiSte 
This will keep in a 
Jar during the winter hut in sum­ 
mer it will have to be boiled and 
sealed. 


Venison M in ce M eat 
Four 
pounds 
chopped 
venison, 
bolled 
One pound suet 
Nine pounds chopped apples 
Three pounds raisins 
Two pounds currants 
Five pounds brown sugar 
Three teaspoons ground cloves 
Ten teaspoon* ground cinnamon 
Two teaspoons ground nutmeg 
Two 
teaspoons 
black 
pepper, 
ground 
Five tablespoon* salt 
Either one quart of boiled cider 
or one gallon of sweet cider. 
(The 
sweet cider is hefter ) 
If meat is salted when cooking, 
use a little less salt in the recipe. 
Grind 
all 
ingredients 
together 
and let stand on back of stove and 
cook slowly for two and one half 
hours, 
lf the mince meat is sealed 
while hot it Is not necessary to u*e 
paraffin an heat will seal the Jar*. 


Venison Mince Meat 
Chop one-half peck apples 
One pound currant* 
One pound raisins 
One pound suet 
Boll three pounds deer meat well 
done. 
Then put through grinder. 
Mix with other ingredients and add 
three cups vinegar, 
four 
pounds 
sugar, one cup molasses, three or­ 
anges, three lemons. Orate rinds, 
then squeeze In Juice. Add cloves, 
nutmeat, cinnamon and allspice to 
taste. 
Cook slowly until done. 


Canned Venison 
Cut meat from bone and pack 
very tightly in sterilized Jars. Pack 
in with knife or spoon. 
Add one 
teaspoon salt to each quart of meat. 
Turn covers until tight, then turn 
back about one-third turn. Put Jars 
in hot water bath and boil three 
hours from the time 
the 
water 
starts to boll. Seal immediately. A 
I slice or two of onion and a dash of 
I pepper added to each quart of meat 
will improve the flavor.

Your Footgear Can 
Make Or Mar Hunt, 
Use Care In Choice 


BT KRS KETH REID 
W hat hind of footgear shall the 
outdoorsir.an buy for 
the 
fall 
hunting season? 
That Is a ques­ 
tion over which 
almost 
every 
hunter puzzles at one time or an­ 
other. 
To begin with a groat deal do- 
penda on having footgear of the 
right kind, aulted to the use to 
which ft will be put. 
W ithout It 
the beat of trips is likely to be 
spoiled or at least badly handi­ 
capped. 
The hunter, like any oth­ 
er outdooraman, travels on his 
feet and if they a re uncomfortable 
they m anage to take a lot of the 
Joy out of living. 
Despite the wide range of fo o t-J 
wear, In leather and rubber, of 
many types and varying 
prices, 
from which the hunter can choose, 
the problem la not easy of solu­ 
tion. 
Moat men consider boots of one 
kind or another superior to Ina’ 
shoes. 
I for one heartily concur 
in this opinion. 
I grant there is 
som ething a trifle "Boy Scoutlsh” 
about the boot idea and a lot of 
hunters boy a boot two Inches or 
more higher than they require. 
But for the 
rough 
and 
ready 
usage of the autumn hunting sea­ 
sons I for one want nothing to do 
with low shoos. 
Greasin g Helps 
When It is all said and done the 
boot question pretty much sum s 
up to this: 
No leather Is really 
waterproof. 
W ater-resistant, yes, 
bat not IOO per cent 
so. 
Tho 
greatest 
advantage 
of 
leather 
shoes or boots over rubber Is the 
fact that they perm it the feet to 
“breathe" and so cause lees per* 
aplration. 
That autom atically In* 
dicat es that they are porous. And 
fill those pores with gresse as you 
will, no leather shoe that I have 
ever tested— and I 
have 
tested 
plenty—-w ill 
remain 
completely 
waterproof through the rigors of 
a long day In th e hunting field. 
There are various boot greases 
and dressings available that will 
help s lot. 
Several commercial 
kinds are excellent. 
One of the 
best I have tried Is cheaplv and 
easily made at home by mixing to-; 
gether equal parts of 
a 
ch eap 1 
grade of castor oil 
and 
m elted ; 
beef tallow. 
Apply It liberally. ■ 
It will keep th e leather soft Had 
as nearly waterproof as anything , 
I know of. 
But its messy around 
the house or camp. 
Better keep 
the boots away from the rugs 
aud the wife's best furniture aft­ 
er you have dressed ‘em. 
R ubber footgear Is heavy and 
undeniably hard on the feet, more 
so with som e 
Individuals 
than 
with others. 
Many men seem un­ 
able to endure rubber shoes. But 
for those that can wear ’em they 
have the advantage of being com­ 
pletely waterproof. 
Personally I have 
tried 
out 
various types and 
weights 
of 
shoes and boots, both leather and 
rubber, for hunting use, and I 
have reached som e pretty definite 
conclusions. 
They represent only 
my own choice. 
You are free to 
disagree, but here they are: 
Por dry fall days, bird hunting, 
rabbit hunting or squirrel hunt­ 
ing, give me a good grade of laced 
leather boot, not too high aud not 
too heavy, but with a hard sole. 
Insulate the Feet 
P or wet rainy days or for late 
season rabbit h u nting when there 
is snow on th e ground or small 
pools to w ade through, and de­ 
cidedly for the deer and 
coon 
nee so us which a re almost certain 
to bring a lot of wetness 
under­ 
foot. give me a laced rubber shoe, 
or a ‘ featherw eight” rubber boot 
of the kind 
that 
fits 
snugly 
around the ankle and fastens at 
the top with a strap or short lace. 
No leather s h o e s for me lu deer 
season, thank you! 
I’ve 
tried 
some of the best on the inaiket, 
greasing Vm morning after m orn­ 
ing aud coming back to camp at 
noon with I* et 
drenched 
Ii oui 
melting snow and ready to ache 
with cold if I halted on h runway 
for a quarter of an hour. 
In buying your hunting shoes 
either leather or rubber, be sure 
to get ’em roomy. 
About 
two 
sites larger than 
your 
regular 
everyday shoes will not be 
far 
from right. 
Pad ’em, especially 
in the case of rubber, with a felt 
or sheep’s-wool insole 
That will 
Insulate 
your 
foot 
from 
the 
ground and is the first 
step 
in 
keeping warm feet in hunting sea­ 
son weather. 
T hen plan to wear 
two pairs of socks. 
I prefer 
a

HELPS HUNTER 


Quest for Whitetails Is 
Compelling 
Call 
to 
American Nimrod

There is nothing quite so close 
to the heart of the red-blooded 
American sportsm an as deer h un t­ 
ing 
Since the days of Daniel 
Boone the lust to roam the forests 
I In quest of big gam e has corn** 


I with 
the 
crisp November days. 
Meat for the larder was the quest 
during pioneer days, and the Iona 
rifle spoke whenever venison was 
needed. 
Nowadays, however, it s 
the carbine that is picked up b> 
the bunter, and the occasion calls 
for sport rather than m eat alone. 
But the call of the wild is just as 
fascinating 
and 
the 
experience 
perhaps 
more 
thrilling than it 
was for those who bunted deer in 
the days of the covered wagon. 
Deer 
hunting 
m ethods differ 
little the country over. 
Drives are 
made to chase the anim als toward 
stations where crack shots awalt 
their appearance. 
A few old tim ­ 
ers still like to stalk their prey, 
but the modern deer hu n ter uses a 
system th at brings the animals 
from their hiding places iii tile 
thick foliage utid into more open 
territory where a better bead can 
he taken to drop them. 
Initiation H unt 
I recall one 
hunting 
season 
many years ago in my home state 
of Wisconsin. 
It happened to ^ 
my Initiation into the sport, and 
I was naturally excited and anxi­ 
ous to begin hob-nobbing with the 
older men In camp. 
My first rifle 


w h s in my possession. 
I felt like 
a fully m atured adu lt and n a tu r­ 
ally looked forw ard to bagging a 
j deer. 
It would be a capital way 
to celebrate my eighteenth birth­ 
day which happened to fall upon 
the day I was to hunt. 
Dawn on the first day of the 
season found me stationed upon 
an old stum p close to a runway. 
I could see my breath as I exhaled 
into th e snappy air. 
A light snow 
had fallen th e evening before, aud 
tracking was Ideal. 
Signs of deer 
could be seen where the anim als 
had crossed the roadw ay and made 
off into the velvety-green thicket 
of the swampland.

I stood silently and watched for 
th e appearance of a deer.

ed heavily as excitement all hut 
gave me the Jitters,

spoil things so I steadied myself 
and waited. 
I held the rifle In 
the crook of my right arm and 
stroked the smooth barrel occa­ 
sionally to m ake sure no snow

Then Ilk** a will o ’ the wisp 
im antlered head protruded from 
the cedars. 
My breathing startled 
me, it seemed so loud.

I stared at 
the animal as it stood motionless 
at the fringe of the thicket. 
Sud­ 
denly the deer leaped out Into the 
open and turned broadside and 
started up the slope a short dis­ 
tance to my left.

tected my scent. 
I finally came to my senses and 
threw the rifle to my shoulder. 
Then I drew a fine beati directly 
behind the left foreleg of the deer 
and pressed the trigger.

AS BRID HAVEN 


R e c l a i m e d Schoolcraft 
Marshes Home for 
Much Wildlife 


The 
great 
Seney m arshes in 
northeast Schoolcraft county are 
rapidly coming back to the status 
which N ature intended for them 
— a bird 
refuge 
and 
breeding 
ground for w aterfowl, and a home 
for aquatic fur-bearing animals, 
says a bulletin of the Upper Pe­ 
ninsula Development bureau. 
This 94.000 acre federal refuge 
has been reflooded in considerable 
part, after years of misguided ex­ 
attem pted agricul- 


lessness or Just pure cussedness. 
None of the farm ers, however, fa­ 
vored paid hunting privileges. 
Some 
enterprising 
and good- 
hearted landowners have gone the 
“ No 
Trespass” 
sign one better. 
They have posted signs which read 
“ No 
Hunting 
W ithout 
Perm is­ 
sion”. 
This 
sign 
promises the 
nimrod good hunting if he will 
whole-heartedly 
co-operate 
with 
th e landowner and see to it th a t 
no damage is done to his property, 
neither by himself nor any other 
party. 
Proper hunter-ow ner coopera­ 
tion will go a long way tow ard 
better game m anagem ent in m a r­ 
ginal lands and farm woodlots, 
which are 
usually 
the 
best 
of 
breeding and rearing places for 
many varieties of game. If sports­ 
m en's groups will cooperate with 
the land owner, th e landow ner 
will most certainly cooperate with 
them and with the conscientous 
week end hunter. 
A good remedy to curb the un ­ 
sportsm anlike activities of some 
parties on private lands has been 
suggested 
long 
ago and it has 
worked 
in 
districts w here such 
m isdem eanors have become m ani­ 
fest. 
The local sportsm ens group 
simply gets together and posts a 
ten dollar rew ard 
for 
anyone 
caught violating any of the ac­ 
cepted rules of good sportsm an­ 
ship. 
Thus many such violators 
are caught and punished accord­ 
ingly. 
Many other m ethods, easi­ 
ly 
workable, 
are 
available 
by 
which sportsmen m ight go a long 
way towards prom oting better re­ 
lations between landow ners and 
hunters.

Game Expert Warns 
Against Unstudied 
Wildlife Plantings 


New 
York, 
N. 
Y.— W arning 
against 
indiscrim inate 
Introduc­ 
tion of foreign species of wild life 
Into this country, w ithout careful 
consideration of possible bad ef­ 
fects on native species, was voiced 
by Dr. Ralph T. King, director of 
the Roosevelt W ildlife Forest Ex­ 
perim ental 
Station 
of the New 
York State College of Forestry at 
Syracuse, speaking before the 34th 
annual convention of the N ation­ 
al Association of Audubon Socie­ 
ties in th e American Museum of 
N atural H istory here. 
Dr. K ing pointed out that past 
experience has proved Introduced 
foreign species to be more of a 
pest th an an asset, and strongly 
urged conservationists to com bat 
the efforts of enthusiasts who agi­ 
tate for th e introduction of exotic 
species of gam e and other birds. 
Planting Now a "Rage” 


Among 
th e 
danger to native 
species from foreign introductions 
cited by Dr. King were the spread 
of diseases to which the n a t i v e 
species are not accustomed andflg 
not immune. 
As a result, m il ™ 
lions of our native species may be 
killed off in a m istaken effort to 
increase our stock. 
A nother dan­ 
ger Is overcrowding already de­ 
pleted feeding grounds. 
Since the 
reduction in native wild life is 
due in great m easure to exhausted 
environm ent, occasioned by forest 
depletion through logging, inten­ 
sive agriculture, drainage, pollu­ 
tion 
gnd 
improved 
harvesting 
methods, to introduce additional 
species to sh are the sam e ranges, 
is, in Dr. K in g’s opinion, ridicu­ 
lous. 
Furth erm o re, Dr. King contin­ 
ues, most of th e foreign species 
coming 
from 
wider 
continental 
areas, a re m ore aggressive than 
our native species accustomed to 
sm aller ran ges and tend to deci­ 
m ate the latter. 
Conservationists, 
he pointed out, who are interested 
in preserving o u r native wild life, 
would do better to see that th e 
millions of dollars spent to im port 
foreign species be used instead to 
improve th e environm ent of the 
native, so that they may have a 
chance to th riv e and multiply. 
Dr. King disagrees with the a r ­ 
gum ent th a t introduction of for­ 
eign species reduces hunting pres­ 
sure on native species. 
On th e 
contrary, 
the 
addition 
of 
new 
gam e stim ulates interest in h u n t­ 
ing. he m aintained. 
Foreign spe­ 
cies have been imported during 
the last IOO years, he said, but It ML 
has grown to be a national rage ^ 
within th e last 30 years. 
But in 
those years native game has been 
greatly reduced by over-shooting 
by an enorm ous army of licensed 
hunters. 
According to Dr. King, 
one in every ten persons in this 
country applies for fishing and 
hunting licenses annually, a total 
of approxim ately 13,000.000. 
Preserve Native Species 
Americans, Dr. King believes, 
should be interested prim arily in 
preserving the regions as they ex­ 
isted 
in the tim e of our fore­ 
fathers, ra th e r than filling them 
with exotic foreign wild life. “ We 
should p erpetuate the things asso­ 
ciated 
with 
our continent.” he 
said. 
“ The im portation of foreign 
species is as unthinkable as the 
restoration of Mount Vernon w ith 
chrom ium 
and 
reinforced 
con­ 
crete. 
W e m ust recognise also 
that faith in building up our wild­ 
life population by future introduc­ 
tions gives a false feeling of se­ 
curity and reduces by that much 
our efforts to m aintain and pre­ 
serve that which we already pos­ 
sess.” 
Dr. King asserted th at a great 
deal could be done to encourage 
native wild life by inducing farm ­ 
ers to leave 
some 
unimproved 
land in which the wild life may 
nest. 
Most farm s today, he said, 
are so cultivated as to leave not 
an inch of ground for those crea­ 
tures 
which 
are helpful to the 
farm er in keeping 
down 
insecUM. 
pests. 
A nother 
factor 
w o r k i n g " ' 
against the survival of birds and 
sm all m am mals, many of which 
are the n atu ral prey of destructive 
field mice, are electric wire fences 
which enclose many of the vast 
farm areas in the Middle West.
